There will be a tax of 3 cents 
per pound where cotton is grown 
without an allotment. 

If you have a neighbor farming 
on land without a cotton record for 
the past 3 years, please advise him 
to come to the County Office not 
later than Saturday, February 25, 
to make application for his cotton 
acreage allotment.—A. A. Lauder¬ 
dale, County Agent.

The Old Cemetery_ 

Nea^Shelby Springs^ 

Senator Karl Harrison, in a let¬ 
ter to the newspapers of , Shelby. 
County, draws attention to an old 
cemetery near Shelby Springs, and 
adds the very appropriate sugges¬ 
tion that somebody should get in¬ 
terested in doing something about 
properly preserving this burying 
ground. 

More than ordinary interest is 
attached to this cemetery, it is 
pointed out, by the fact that per¬ 
haps two hundred Confederate 
soldiers are buried there. 

In presenting this matter to the 
attention of our readers we can do 
no better than print the full letter 
of Senator Harrison, which is as 
follows: 

There is an old cemetery about 
one quarter of a mile south of 
Shelby Springs on the Shelby 
Springs-Shelby cut-off road, in 
which I understand some 200 Con¬ 
federate soldiers were buried. It 
seems that Shelby Springs was a 
hospital base during the Civil War 
and these were soldiers who died 
while there. 

This afternoon 1 went by to see 
the cemetery and the graves are 
nearly all indistinguishable, except 
for shallow sunken places in the 
ground. 

I am writing you this open letter 
in hope that some of the ladies’ 
clubs in this county will take some 
steps to preserve this cemetery. 

I think the Department of Ar¬ 
chives and History at Montgomery 
might have some ihfermation rela¬ 
tive to the number of Confederate 
soldiers buried in this cemetery and 
possibly their names, and I expect 
to inquire about this 

I am also writing this letter to 
the Shelby County Democrat and 
the Shelby County Reporter. Yours 
very truly.—Karl C. Harrison.

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F | iral Crop Loans 
Are Being Made 

Farm Credit Administration To 
Aid Farmers In Financing 
Crops And Feed 


Applications for emergency crop 
and feed loans for 1939 are now be¬ 
ing received at the office of A. A. 
Lauderdale, County Agent, by W. C. 
Harkins, field supervisor of the 
Emergency- Crop and Feed Loan 
Section of the Farm Credit Admin¬ 
istration. 

The loans will be made, as in the 
past, only to farmers whose cash 
requirements are small and who 
cannot obtain credit from any other 
source. The money loaned will be 
limited to the farmer’s immediate 
and actual cash needs for growing 
his 1939 crops or for the purchase 
of feed for livestock. 

Those Not Eligible 

Farmers who can obtain the 
funds from an individual, produc¬ 
tion credit association, bank, or 
other concern, are not eligible for 
crop and feed loans from the Emer¬ 
gency Crop and Feed Loan Section 
of the Farm Credit Administration. 
Tire loans will not be made to stan¬ 
dard rehabilitation clients whose 
current needs are provided for by 
the Farm Security Administration, 
formerly known as the Resettlement 
Administration. 

As in the past, farmers who ob¬ 
tain emergency crop and feed loans 
will give as security a first lien on 
the crop financed, or a first lien 
on the livestock to be fed if the 
money borrowed is to be used to 
produce or purchase feed for live¬ 
stock. 

Loans to Tenants 

Where loans are made to tenants, 
the landlords, or others having an 
interest in the crops financed or 
the livestock to be fed, are required 
to waive their claims in favor of a 
lien to the Governor of the Farm 
Credit Administration until the 
loan is repaid. 

Checks in payment of approved 
loans will be mailed from the Re¬ 
gional Emergency Crop and Feed 
Loan Office at Memphis, Tennessee.

More WPA Projects 
For Shelby County 

Just a little too late for publi¬ 
cation last Wednesday The Times 
received a dispatch from Congress¬ 
man Pete Jarman in Washington, 
telling of additional works projects 
in Shelby county. 

Mr. Jarman said: “Notice of pres¬ 
idential approval of two WPA proj¬ 
ects for Shelby County received 
today; one for remodeling buildings 
in Columbiana to be used as County 
Activities Building in amount of 
$2,608. Another is for construction 
of school and auditorium in Pelham, 
and this also includes demolishing 
school building at Newala and sal¬ 
vaging materials for use on other 
WPA projects, in amount of $8,393. 

“The first application was spon¬ 
sored by the County Board of Reve¬ 
nue, and the school projects spon¬ 
sored by the County Board of Edu¬ 
cation. 

“I hope these projects will prove 
most worthwhile to Fhelby County.

WE MIGHT CONSIDER 

When we ask what we could do 
to make Montevallo a better look¬ 
ing town, we might consider the 
following very frank but friendly 
letter which has come to the editor 
of The Times in the past week: 

‘‘Mr. Wyatt: 

“I want to call your attention to 
the way the people spit on your 
sidewalks in front of the Strand 
Theatre and Klotzman’s. You can 
hardly walk for phlegm and tobacco 
spit. It is just awful. 

“I thought you people might take 
it up with your Mayor and make 
it a fine to spit on the sidewalks. 

“I visit your town three or foui 
times a week, and I have never 
seen as much filth on any streets 
as there is on your sidewalks in 
any other town.” 

This observation and criticism 
is worth attention. It comes from 
a person who is one of the good 
citizens of a nearby community, 
and who visits here often and reg¬ 
ularly for business and pleasure, il 
we might assume that one could 
find pleasure under such repulsive 
conditions as this one finds in Mon¬ 
tevallo. 


FORNEY STEPHENS 

Forney G. Stephens, one of Al¬ 
bania's outstanding country news¬ 
paper editors, died this week. For 
over forty years Mr. Stephens pub¬ 
lished The Southern Democrat in 
his native town of Oneonta, Blount 
County. 

He was a successful editor and 
publisher. Successful in more ways 
than one. He occupied fully and 
freely the important place in his 
community affairs which is the op¬ 
portunity of a newspaper editor 
with a willingness to serve his fel- 
lowman. 

He made a good living out of his 
newspaper business, and is reputed 
to have acquired a moderate degree 
of wealth, which is out of the or¬ 
dinary for a country publisher. 

During the last Bibb Graves ad¬ 
ministration Mr. Stephens served 
his district, three counties, in the 
Alabama State Senate. In that cap¬ 
acity he exercised a wide influence 
in state affairs.

Gov. Dixon Proclaims 
Alabama Bird Day 

Montgomery, Ala.—In a procla¬ 
mation issued February 9, Govern¬ 
or Frank M. Dixon called upon the 
citizens of Alabama to observe the 
week of March 19-25, inclusive, as 
Wildlife Conservation Week, and 
Friday, March 24, as Alabama Bird 
Day. This will be Alabama’s 31st 
consecutive observance of Bird Day, 
and its second annual recognition 
of Wildlife Conservation Week. 

The Alabama Wildlife Federation, 
celebrating its second birthday this 
month, will sponsor observance of 
Wildlife Week by inaugurating ap¬ 
propriate projects among its county 
affiliates, putting on programs, and 
promoting the sale of wildlife 
stamps. Tom Ford, secretary of the 
federation, announced that wild¬ 
life stamp committees' would be 
named within a few days in each 
county conservation club to handle 
sale of the gaily-colored stamps. 

In cooperation with the National 
Wildlife Federation, the Alabama 
Federation plans for the second 
year to finance its activities by sale 
of the stamps, designed by the na- 
ion’s leading artists. The State 
Federation and the county clubs 
will receive 35 per cent of the pro¬ 
ceeds, while the remainder will go 
to defray printing and lithograph¬ 
ing costs, and to the national fed¬ 
eration. Eighty mammals, fishes, 
trees, and flowers are represented 
on the stamps this year. 

Alabama was the first state in 
the union to observe Bird Day — 31 
years ago — and since that time 
many other states have set aside 
an annual day to honor birds as 
esthetic and economic assets. The 
occasion in this state is jnarked by 
programs in schools, civic clubs, and 
other organizations. Suggested Bird 
Day programs will be prepared by 
the Conservation Department and 
sent to all county education super¬ 
intendents. 

In his "proclamation, Governor 
Dixon called upon all citizens to 
join with the Alabama Wildlife 
Federation in observing Wildlife 
Week. “It is incumbent with the 
citizenry of Alabama.” he said, “to 
further the existence and welfare 
of wildlife which nature has en¬ 
dowed our state with, and tostrive, 
through proper educational and 
recreational study, for the preser¬ 
vation and perpetuation of nature’s 
handicraft.”

Baldwin Farmers Try 
Sea Island Cotton 

Bay Minette, Ala. — Increased 
acreage in Baldwin County will be 
planted to the highly specialized 
Sea Island cotton this year, E. E. 
Hale, county agent, said today. 

' Citing results obtained by a few 
fanners in the county last year 
with a small ^experimental crop of 
the cotton, Hale said that the 12 
bales sold last fall brought from 
25 to 30 cents per pound. Three 
bales of Sea Island variety sold for 
30 cents per pound, four brought 
27 M; cents, and the remaining five 
bales sold for 25 cents per pound, 
said Hale. 

One Farm Security Administra¬ 
tion client in the county produced 
a bale weighing 260 pounds on one 
acre for which he received $65.00, 
Mr. Hale said. Another farmer grew 
a 400-pound bale on two acres and 
was paid 30 cents' per pound for 
it, or $120, he said.
